GENERAL бін Evezyx Woop, K.C.D., the distin- 
guished officer portrayed on our front page, arrived 
at Osborne Jan. 7, and had the honour of dining 
with the Queen and the Royal family. On Saturday 
last Sir Evelyn had the honour of wishing her 
Majesty good-by, and returned to town from 
Osborne. 


Her Majesty, Princess Louise, Princess Beatrice 
Prince Leopold, and the members of the Royal 
household attended Divine service at Osborne last 
Sunday morning. The Rev. Teignmouth Shore, 
M.A., Incumbent of Berkeley Chapel, Mayfair, and 
Honorary Chaplain to her Majesty, officiated. 

The Queen and Frincess Beatrice are, according 
to present arrangements, expected to remain at 
Osborne till about the middle of next month, her 
Majesty at the close of her visit to the Isie of Wight 
returning for a time to Windsor Castle. 

The Empress Eugénie last Monday left Chiselhurst 
on a visit to the Queen at Osborne. 


The Prince of Wales and suite left Marlborough 
House last Saturday afternoon, and reached Sand- 
ringham about six o’clock, where his Royal Highness 
rejoined the Princess of Wales and the young Prin- 
cesses. On Sunday morning the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, with Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 
Maud, attended Divine service at the Church of St. 
Mary Magdalene, in the park. ‘Ihe service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. F. Hervey, Rector of Sandring- 
ham, and Domestic Chaplain to the Prince of Wales, 
who preached the sermon. On Monday the Prince 
and Princess went to Normanton Park, on a visit to 
Lord and Lady Aveland. It is stated that the Pmnce 
of Wales, as Colonel of the Ношећоја Brigade, will 
visit the 15$ Life Guards at the Spital Cavalry 
Barracks on Saturday next. His Royal Highness 
will be the guest of Colonel Keith Fraser, and 18 
expected to attend the garrison service at Holy 
Trinity Church on the following (Sunday) morning, 
returning to London on Monday, the 24th inst. 

At Windsor on Saturday the seventeenth birthday 
of Prince Albert Victor, tson of the Prince ама 
Princess of Wales, was eelebrated with the usual 
honours, the bells of the town ringing merrily at 
intervals. H.R.H. is still away at sea with his 
brother George on board the ante. 

The Duke and Duchess of Connaught left Crichel 
on Saturday morning, accompanied by Lord Alington 
and Lord Hardwicke. ‘The carriage, which was 
escorted by a detachment of the Dorset Queen’s Own 
Yeomanry re Q arrived at Wimborue shortly 
after eleven o’clock. Their Royal Highnesses have 
had “а gay uld time of іб” altogether. Wimborne 
will long remember their visit. 


The first reception of the season was given in 
London last Saturday night by Countess Spencer. 
The gathering was an exceedingly large and interest- 
ing one. It included members of both Houses of 
Parliament as well as of each political party. The 
Whig Duke of Bedford was there in genial éon- 
versation with the Conservative Duke оё Marl- 
borough, and it was observed that Sir Stafford 
Northcote paid Mrs. Gladstone marked attention ; 
while the Prime ‘Minister seemed to take a lively 
interest in the Oriental reminiscencesof Sir Algernon 
Borthwick. The Home Secretary and Lord Raudolph 
Churchill were observed dn friendly conversation. 
Mrs. Forster and the Duchess of. borough at one 
period exchanged notes, presumably оп Irish affairs. 
‘Lhe Chief Secretary amd most of theo heramenbers 
of the Cabinet were present. Sir Wältril Lawson 
was there, and Mr. Blennerhassettamd Mr. Maurice 
Brooks represented the Home Rule members. 


The Lords have, as usual, offered the example of 
dispatch to the Commons. Mr. Labouchere may 
reply that he wishes it had been a * 
dispatch " on Ше part of our hereditary legislators. 
But the Lords do not at present appear inclined to 
introduce Chinese fashions into their Chamber. То 
return to their political activity, while the Lords 
discussed and sanctioned the Address in reply to the 
Queen's Speech on the opening night of the Session, 
and found time on Monday to consider Lord Lytton's 
defence of his Indian administration or maladminis- 
tration, the Commons occupied the evenings of the 
6th, 7th, 9th, and 10th inst. with the debate on 
Ireland, and even then had not-exhausted the pro- 
lixity of the Irish members. It is true that, in 
Letween. Sir Henry James to.explain his 
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bill for the future prevention of bribery at elections— 
a bill inflicting imprisonment with hard labour and 
fines upon all found guilty of the practice; and Mr. 
Trevelyan has brought in the Government measure 
to abolish flogging in the Navy. For these 
small mercies we must be duly grateful; and trust 
that Nature may at length quench the inexhaustible 
tongue-wagging—to call it speech would be a mis- 
nomer—of the majority of our friends from what 
they themselves have done not a little to make a 
“ distressful country." 


Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to 
appoint Lieutenant-General , Sir Donald Stewart, 
K.C.B., to be Commander-in-Chief in India, in 
succession to General Sir Frederick Paul Haines. 

The freedom of the City of London will be con- 
ferred upon Major-General Sir Frederick Roberts, 
V.C., G.C.B., on Monday, Feb. 14, and the Lord 
Mayor will give a banquet in his honour at the 
Mansion House the same evening. 

Lord Kimberley points out that the new Governor 
will execute the functions latterly exercised by Sir 
Bartle Frere, Sir G. Pomeroy-Colley remaining 
Governor of Natal and High Commissioner for 
South-Eastern Africa. The proposal for a con- 
federation is still approved, but it is deemed more 
convenient that any fresh movement should be 
initiated by the colonies. ‘The recent occurrences 
inthe Transvaal render it impossible to consider 
any arrangement for conferring free institutions 
on the Dutch settlers until the authority of the 
Crown has been vindicated. Referring to the 
Basuto war, Lord Kimberley ваув ће late Governor 
was warned by his predecessor, at. the Colonial 
Office that the рани b mot loo Па 
assistance from Imperial troops. Instead of dis- 
arming the Fiugoes and Basutos, it;would have been 
better to form a native Fingo or Basuto yeomanry or 
militia. It will be the Governor's.duty after the 
termination of the.rebellion to use his influence on

The Vienna Presse publishes the following 
announcement :— A rapprochement between Austria 
and Russia, with the knowledge of Prince Bismarck, 
aud not without some furtherance on the part of 
the German Court, has been eftected. 

А great sensation -been caused in Vienna by 
the announcement of the postponement of the Crown 
Prince’s marriage. 1% seems that this step has been 
taken on the advice of the physicians of the Princess 
Stephanie, who is now only in her seventeenth year. 
A Vienna paper says it is in consequence of the in- 
clemency of the weather. We only hope a political 
reason is not interfering with the young people's 
affections. 

The French Municipal Elections afford abundant 
reasons for the rejoicing of the friends of order, 
whether Monarchists or Republicans, while there 
are also reasons why the Conservatives should be 
satisfied with them. 

The King and Queen of Italy paid а visit last 
Monday to Palermo, paying particular attention to 
its educational and other institutions, and in the 
evening there was а grand torchlight procession, 
followed by a ball on a grand scale. А mission 
from the Bey of Tunis was last Monday received by 
the King of Italy. 


Her Majesty's Indian troop-ship Euphrates, with 
the lóth Hussars, the second battalion of the 60th 
Rifles, and one battery of artilery on board, sailed 
from Dombay on Monday for Natal. 


Тһе most impartant event in the war between 
Chili and Peru is the capture of Pisco, a fortified 
fort one hundred miles from Lima. 


The Naval Brigade to the front! With their 
Gatlings to play with—with a dash which lias 
always hitherto proved irresistible—our Jack Tars 
are bound to give a good account of the Boers. The 
efforts of the Colonial forces are telling upon the 
numerous tribes which rose in revolt on the con- 
clusion of the Zulu war. In fact, outside Basuto- 
land the rebellion is crushed. Umdhlonblo is a 
fugitive, the Tembus have taken to the bush, and 
the Colonialforces are embarrassed with the enor- 
mous captures of cattle they have made. Colonel 
Carrington and Colonel Brabant have rendered great 
services by scouring the country with patrols; and 
on every occasion when they encountered the enemy 
they have defeated them. The news from the Trans- 
vaal is not so satisfactory, the Boers advancing in а 
hostile manner. But their punishment is only г 
question of time. 


Canada, Mr. Thomas Hughes, would surely have 
been а more British emigration field to sow in than 
the United States could provide. We call attention 
elsewhere to the means being taken by the Canadian 
Emigration authorities to make the public aware of 
the manifest advantages Canada offers to agri- 
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culturists. We may further remark that at а 
banquet given in Liverpool, last Saturday, by Mr. 
William Abbott, of London, in commemoration of 
the success of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, 
Mr. Puleston, M.P., said he was convinced that the 
future of Canada, the brightest jewel in England's 
crown, was only beginning. He believed that the 
Dominion, with its splendid natural resources, had 
ннер to fear from competition with the United 
tates. 


There were fifty British and foreign wrecks, of 
which twenty-two were British, reported during the 
past week. The new year has commenced unfavour- 
ably, for, compared with the corresponding period 
of lastyear, there is an increase of twenty for the 
week, ап increase of fifteen on the total. The 
approximate value of property lost was £3,700,000, 
including British £2,600,000. Eight vessels were 
lost off the coasts of the United Kingdom; nine off 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark; four by collision ; 
four were abandoned at sea. About one hundred 
lives were lost. 

The sinking of two vessels, the Leon and the 
Harelda, whieh came into collision off the coast of 
Portugal, was reported last week. Since then thirty- 
two of the sixty-two forming the crew of the Leon 
have arrived at Lisbon; while six more of the crew 
of the Harelda have been landed on the coast, and 
three were saved: by a passing yacht. There is reason 
to believe that the Hannah Morris, which has not 
been heard of for four months, has gonedown, with 
her crew of sixteen men. ‘Lhe British ship Lupata 
has been wrecked ой the coast of Oregon. The 
Goodwins, too, Бате а зо tale to tell of the gales.

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THE POPE’S TIMELY COUNSEL 
TO IRELAND. 


Ах important Pontifical utterance on the condition 
of Ireland has been published. It is contained in a 
letter from the Pope to the Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin. The Pope expresses his confidence in the 
justice of the men who are placed at the head of the 
State, and points out that Ireland may obtain what 
she wants much more safely and readily if only she 
adopts a course which the law allows, and avoids 
giving cause of offence. His Holiness counsels the 
episcopate to direct their efforts to the end that the 
people in Ireland do not trangress the bounds of 
equity and justice. 

The Archbishop in sending forth the letter to his 
clergy gives them advice of his own. He hopes that 
the wisdom of Parliament may satisfy the legitimate 
demands of the Irish people without violating the 
rights of justice, and he is unwilling to give credence 
to the rumours in circulation that the Government 
scheme for the settlement of the land question will 
be but a half-hearted attempt to grapple with the 
evil. А sufficiently drastic remedy is suggested in 
one of the Archbishop’s closing sentences, which 
runs as follows:—‘ Health and security can never 
be restored unless the cancer which has been eating 
away the life of the nation be cut out to its last 
fibre.” 


THE PREMIER’S REPLY TO THE TRADE 
UNIONISTS. 


Mr. Broadhurst, M.P., has communicated to the 
Premier a resolution passed by the Trade Unions 
Congress Parliamentary Committee on the subject of 
a peasant proprietary in Ireland. Тһе Committee 
are of opinion that the operation of the existing law 
has destroyed the flower of the peasantry. Mr. 
Gladstone, in his reply, says that the opinions of the 
Cabinet-are in conformity with the language of the 
resolution, and they hope ‘‘ to be able to propose, on 
this and all the other portions of the subject, 
effective remedies for the evils which now exist.”

We have received from the Standard Special the 
most explicit account of this regrettable incident.

party were on board. То Captain Allfree, Marine 
Superintendent of the National Line, and to Captain 
Williams, who commands the vessel, his Royal High- 
tess expressed his admiration of the ship. He then 
proceeded to the Ararat and Hankow, both of which 
were in the height of business. 

"Lhe Duke was especially pleased with the appear- 
ance of Cuptuiu Symonton’s ship, the Hankow, and 
also expressed to Colonel Martindale and Mr. 
Williams his satisfaction with the arrangements 
made by the Dock Company, а compliment which 
Mr. Brand, the deputy-chairman, was present to 
share.

magnificent Charge of the Six Hundred had been 
made by the British Light Cavalry, under Lord 
Cardigan. Into the Valley of Death literally 
rode the ** Six Hundred; ” and their Heroism has 
been fitly éommemorated in Tennyson’s deathless 
ode. But the ringing poem of the Poet Laureate 
would but have rendered justice to the gallant 
regiment which have just departed for Natal if it 
had in conclusion paid a tribute to the equal valour 
displayed by the Heavy Brigade, of which the “ fiery 
Enniskilleners’’ formed the life blood. It has been 
rightly said that had it not been for the splendid 
charge of the Enniskilleners and Scots Greys to 
cover the retreat of the shattered Light Brigade, 
hardly а horseman of the ‘Six Hundred” 
could have returned to receive the admiration 
and sympathy of England.

held the honour of the Enniskilleners in the Crimea 
have now left our shores upon another warlike errand.

IN the heart of a neat, 
not unpicturesque, 
white African town, 
laid out with something 
of New-World regu- 
larity and precision, its 
few wide streets run- 
ning mostly at right 
angles to each other, 
and margined by full- 
flowering seringa-trees 
and hedges of wild rose, 
stands the residence of 
the Governor of Natal. 
Pietermaritzburg аё 
this season of the year 
swelters under the fierce 
glare of summer suns; 
the sky is brazen, the 
air rendered stifling by 
the angry breath of 
torrid winds. The prin- 
cipal streets, thronged 
with a motley crowd of 
š soldiers, settlers, and 
natives. Englishmén, Dutehmen, Zulus, and Tongas, run 
Parallel towards a gentle eminence, crowned by the bar- 
racks and Fort Napier. At the foot of this slope, in an 
inclosure of from four to five acres, surrounded by а sod- 
bauk and ditch, is Government House. 


The book-shelves are linéd with literature covering a wide 
range, for Sir George Colley [whose portrait was printed in 
the Penny ILLUSTRATED Paper for Jan, 1] has ever been 
а voluminous and an imsatiable reader, systematically 
devoting to his books a fixed number of hours before break- 
fast, when, an habitual early riser, he makes his own coffee 
and lights his own fire. 


There are other marks of culture and refinement in the 
well-chosen collection of works of contemporary art, mostly 
| water-colours, which Sir George has got together with all 
| the affection of an amateur gifted with по méan skill, and 
the discrimination of the critical connoisseur. If proof 
were needed of the buyer’s wisdom, it would be afforded by 
the fact that long ago he found out Frank Dicksee, and, 
forecasting the success of that promising painter, acquired 
Several of his early works, which now grace the walls 
amongst those of Frank Powell, Topham, Rowbotham, 
Beavis, and others. In this same room a pair of heavy 
clubs, dumb-bells, a lawn-tennis and à raquet bat hint that 
tastes, studious and esthetic, have not prevailed to the 
exclusion of more active pursuits. 

The young Général, who is about to devote himself more 
especially to military rather than to administrative duties, 
has the spare frame and erect figure of the man trained to 
arms. Although of по more than middle height, his pre- 
sence is yet dignified and commanding. The face is grave;

A recent recognition of the loyal esteem which Colley 
inspires is to be seen in the acceptance by Sir Evelyn Wood, 
actually his senior and superior officer in the service, of the 
Position of brigadier under his orders, and his second in 
command.

f Sir Thomas Chambers, M. „ the Recorder, on 
Monday, in charging the grand шу, expressed his 
satisfaction at the small number of prisoners for 
trial; but, at the same time; there wete four or five 
cases of a very serious character, and there were four 
charges of wilful murder, and also three charges of 
attempting to murder.

“BOYCOTT THE ENGLISH.” 


At Haslingden, Lancashire, on Monday, four 
Irishmen were charged with cutting and wounding а 
number of Englishmen onthe evening of the Monday 
previous. ‘The prisoners rushed into a beer-house at 
Haslingden, and without any lige attacked 
the company in the kitchen.

A LAST GLANCE ROUND. 
THE BASUTO WAR. 


From the latest news from the seat of war it would 
appear that General Clarke has been practically 
successful in breaking the neck of the native rebellion 
outside Basutoland. Umhlonhlo is reported to be а 
fugitive, the Tembus have taken to the bush and 
no longer oppose the colonial forces in the open, 
while the capture of cattle has been so great as to 
seriously embarrass the colonials in guarding them. 

Colonel Carrington on Dec. 13 divided his forces 
into two divisions, and went on patrol on two sides 
of Tsita Mountain. Тһе division under Colonel 
Brabant captured Agarrel’s village, but was unable 
to advance, owing to the large force of the enemy, 
which was estimated at 2000 men. Colonel Carring- 
ton’s division, composed of a smaller number of men, 
was opposed by some 3000, who repeatedly charged 
in the most gallant style, but were repulsed by the 
Colonials, who formed in square to meet the assault. 
Colonel Brabant having reported to Colonel Carring- 
ton his inability to advance, received instructions 
to fall back on the camp, and then join Colonel 
Carrington, who had been steadily retiring. Directly 
the enemy saw Colonel Brabant approaching in 
support ot Colonel Carrington they fell back, and the 
latter, wheeling the square to the right, charged the | 
enemy himself, doing very considerable execution. 
The Colonial force had two men killed—Private 
Murphy and Private von Plastar; one severely 
wounded, Lieutenant Puirland; and ten of all ranks 
slightly wounded. 

A prisoner was captured by Colonel Brabant’s 
division, who stated that Lerothodi was in com- 
mand, and that the rebels held a very strong 
position in advance of the colonial forces on the road 
to Morija, beyond which the bulk of their cattle was 
stationed. Masuphais also reported to be with the 
rebels. Colonel Carrington has quite recently visited 
Mafeteng, and accompanied a convoy of provisions, 
&c., from the border. 


VON MOLTKE FEARFULt 


Ах event happened in Berlin last Saturday evening 
which nearly ended in a serious and irreparable loss 
to the whcle German nation. The new buildings of 
the General Staff, which are filled with all the 
most important and precious maps, plans, drawings, 
documents, &c., of the German army were dis- 
covered to be on fire. The conflagration broke out 
in the printiag department at ten o’clock at night. 
Owing to the combustible nature of the contents the 
flames spread rapidly. ‘This department was сош- 
pletely gutted, the roof burned, and much damage 
done. However, by the extraordinary energies of 
the firemen the most valuable plans and maps were 
saved. ‘lhe fire lasted over three hours. #7 

The Crown Prince and Count Moltke were present 
all the time. ‘The Пайу News’ Special says that 
on visiting the spot on Sunday he saw Count Moltke 
walking up and down with a serious demeanour, 
evidently thinking of the narrow escape the works 
which are the pride of his life had experienced. 

The Emperor called on Marshal von Moltke at 
his apartments in the general staff building on 
Sunday afternoon, and in his company visited the 
scene of the fire. ‘The Еюнш was much pleased 
with the conduct of the Fire Brigade.

‘The total extent of lines—namely, 
12,000 miles—was travelled in lh. 20min. The 
greater portion of this time was occupied in trans- 
mitting the message through India. From Singapore 
to Sydney, 5070 miles, the message only 35secs. in 
transmission. This message was repeated fourteen 
times from station to station between London and 
Sydney.” 

A little fire has to be mingled with aquatics this 
week. Oxford was startled at midnight on Saturday 
last by а great fire, which illumined the southern 
and eastern parts of the city. It was found to be at 
the new University boat-house, on the towing-path 
of the Isis, a short distance from Saunders’s-bridge, 
a well-known point in the University boat-races.
